He had been sent by his Lordship 
Bishop DuVernet, as missionary and teacher to the Indians. 

He has never taught school before. In reference to the 
request of the BishOp for a grant of $500.00 per annum for 
Mr Smeath,at the present time I am not in a position to 
wecommené such a grant,as he ha d not yet opened the schpol, 
and is without experience. After he has been in the 
work some time,it will be seen whether he is qualified or not. 
This schbol can only be kept open for six months of 
the year asa the Indians move to Fishery Bay early in March to 
fish the oolichans,returning in May for three weeks or so tp 
make gardens an@ in June go to the salmon canneries till 
the end of September. 
.I would recommené that th grant be at the rate of 
$400,00 per annum for balance of year ending March 3lst 1910, 


and if Mr-Gmeath proves to be a sucgessful teacher,the grant 
be $500.00 per annum,commencing April 1st 1910.

I have the honor te enclcse herewith a 
school report received from the late teacher of the Lak-kalzap 
Indian Day school,Naes river,for the Merch quarter,19I2. With 
it I beg alse to enclose a reportof my recent inepection of 
the school,during which visit I was in company with Inspector 
A.E.Green. 

We wre informed that Mr.Boucefield left Lak-kalzap 
on the second week in March. I received a letter from kr. 
Boucefield dated the I2th April,in which Mr#Boucefield tendered 
his resignation. The letter was received on May Ist,and wae 
sent from Kincolith. I enclose the same herewith fer your 
perusal. 

As regarde this school it would seem that the time has 
come when a Government teacher should be stationed at this 
village. It im evident that the Bishop of the Diocese is not able 
to secure competent teachers for this school. Another important 
point is,that the Indiens of Lek-kalzap have been for some time 
trying to get the Methodist Church to take over the supervirion 
of Lak-kalzap;end e Church of England teacher will not satisfy 
them,be he never so good. In this present instence,however,! 
think the Indisne ae justified in their ¢issatisfaction with 
Mr.Boucefield. The house in which Boucefield has been living 
literally stinks.

In reply te your letter of the Qiet ultimo,I teg to inform 
you that I was swere thet Mr.Bboucefield had been engaged by the 
Bishop of Columbia for duty et the Lak-kelzap Indian miseion;btut 
on accowt of several reports received to the effect that Mr.Bouce- 
field did net intend te remain at Lak-ka@l zap,and in view @f the fact 
that \r.Inspector Green was expected at any moment to visit this 
school with me,I did not so notify the Department. Moreover,1 was 
not aware that Mr.Youcefield was te teach the school,but understood 
that he was to act as a catechist for the church. 

I may further state that the only intimatien I received 
regarding the eppointment was a verbal statement on meeting the 
Bishop on the street to the effect that Mr.Roucefielad “may be ge- 
ing to Lak-kelzap",but of this the Bishop himself wes not certain’ 
seying that he had sent him te Archdeacon Collison,aet Kincolith, 
in order that,should the Archde econ deem advisable ,Mr.Roucefield 
might be sent to take charge et Lak-kalzap. 

I would request that tle Department kindly communicate 
wath the Bishop of Caleconia,at Prince Rupert,requiring thet in- 
formation in respect to appointments of catechists to act as teach- 
ers be communicated to the Indian Agents having the supervision of 
Indian villages in his Diocese. 

It woulé elso seem to be advantageous to have ell salary 
cheques pass through the Indian office,so ss to keep account le- 
cally of the dates upon which such teachers are put in charge ,and 
when they abendon their respective schools. 

The new regulation, however,which makes it incumbent upon 
such teachers to give one monthr notice of their intention to quit 
the school is a step in the right direction.

decision after conference with our Indian Committee (every member being 


present) to relinquish the privilege hitherto so kindly accorded me of 


nominating the Indian Day School Teacher at Lakkalsap on the Naas River. 
Owing to the present unrest among the Naas Indians it is not expedient 
for the Government to pay part and the Church part of the Indian School 
teacher's salary.This mixing up of the two prevents the missionary teaching 
from exerting @ spiritual influence over the Indians.They refuse to look 
upon @ teacher receiving a grant fran the Governrent ar a missionary.

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Inuians of this villege are most insistent upon having ‘a Wethodist 


missionaiy to take charge of their mission and school,and the Meth- 
odist authorities have expressed their willingness to supply the 
mission with an ordained clergyman,but have also expressed,most om- 
phatically,an indisposition to interfere with the existing arrange- 
ments,unless an arrangement can be made likely to meet with the ap- 
proval of the Repartmet, the Anglican authorities and the general pub- 
lic. Petitions have been made by the Indians to the Chairman of the 
Simpson District of the Methodist Church of Canada,of recent date,but 
the attitude of the Churchmen has been of a nature most fair to the 
Church of England. 

I am of opinion that the time has arrived when negotiation 
having in view the transfer of this mission from the Church of England 
to the Methodist Church would be most effectual.Last year ,a new build- 
ing was erected by the Department for day school purposes. The building 
is now closed. Teachers Messrs Smeath,Mone and bausefield, have been 
badly treated by the Indians,although in the latter case the fawly was 
partly with the teacher. The Indians are dissatisfied with the Church 
of England;and the latter is evidently not desirous of continuing an 
interest in the nomibation of teachers; the Church buildings are in 
a delapida ted condition,and the Indians have expressed a desire to hav 
them removed. 

In view of the fact that considerable unres® is known 
to exist on the Neas river in consequence of tie Indians’ claim to 
the lands,it may be that such unsettled conditions are partly respons 
ible for the attitude of the Indiansjand,whilst desirous to place all 
the facts before the Department,I do not feel that I am able to ad- 
vise the Department as to the action it would be best to take. It will 
be known to the Department that the Churches are all zealous to main- 
tain their possession of any stations which they may hold,especially 
if thete is a danger of another Church getting possession of them.

I beg to enelose herewith a letter received 
from the Right Reverend the Lord Bishop of Caledonis,in which Mis 
Lordship states that he desires toelinquish the privelege of 
nominating the Indian Day school senctan at Lak-kal-zap school 
on the Naas River. In this connection,I teg to inform you that it 
hes for some time been the wish of the Lak-kalzap people to have d 
the Methodist Church authorities to take charge of this méssion. 

There has beeh a lot of trouble at this place.T 

people have boycotted the missionary teachers who have been x) 
by the Church of England authorities ever since I have known them 

The reason for this appears to be that many years ag?, 
when the Methodist Church of Canada had the oversight of the vil- 
lage,there was a lapse of several months during which the Methodi-- 
authorities were not able to find a suitable person to take charg 
of the mission,which had been held for several yeai:s by the Meth- 
odists. The Church of England clergyman,Rev.Mr.Mc Cullagh,happen- 
ing along et tthe time when the Indians were most in need of a 
missionary,promised to make his headquarters at Lak-kal-zap.An ar 
rangement was at that time entered into by which the Methodists 
sold their buildings to the Church of England;and the Indians 
expected that the Rev.Mr.Mc Cullagh would fulfil his promise to 
remain with them. Instead of that,Mr.Mc Cullagh went to Aiyansh, 
an Indian village about tharty miles above Lak-kalsap,and has 
ever since,through the Bishop of the Diocese,had the Lak-kalzap 
Mission supplied with a lay agent of the Church. The Indians,all 
this time,have required an ordained cleggyman able to conduct

I be to inform you thatthe Lord bishop 
of Caledonia has written to mea letter by which I judge that 
he is incensed through the receipt of a letter from the Depart- 
ment regarding the trandfer of the Lak-kal zap Indian mission to 
the Sotnecset. Ine Dopartuent's letter to him is quoted in full. 
Had I not been given assurance by some of the Bishop's 
clergy who know the conditions at Lak-kalzap well,that His Lordship 
would likely be favourably disposed to this transfer if properly 
approached thereon,l might have allowed a strong reluctance in the 
matter of negotiating this proposal to have dominatea my position. 
I must call attention to the fact that I did not inform 
the Department that the Methodist authorities would be "pleased" 
—_—_———— 
to send a teacher to Lak-kalzap,as mentioned in the Department's 
letter to the Bishop. What I did say was that the Methodist Church 
had expreesed willingness to provide an ordained clergyman,anda tha 
if a transfer of the Mission were made,the Church may be able to 
provide a teacher also: and this subject to a satisfactory arrange- 
ment being made having the approval of all parties. 
I regret that the Department,when writing to the Bishop 
did not make aew my position as set forth in my letter of October 
4th last. In that letter I stated that,whilst desirous to draw the 
Department's attention to all the facts concerning Lak-kal zap,1 
@id not feel in a position to advise the Department what step it 
was best to take in the matter,but that I was of opinion that ne- 
gotiations having in view the transfer of the mission to the Meth- 
odist Chureh would be most effectual. I took partiecwar care

make clear my position,lest the English Church authorities should 
be led to imagine that I,having some years ago hac charge of the 
Methodist Boys' Home at Port Simpson as Vice-Principal ,was showing 
partiality and favor towards the Methodist Church as against the 
English Church,a thing which I have always been against. 

The Department will know that,from to time,] have re- 
ported unfavourable conditions in matters appertaining to the 
Methodists’ schools and institutions,when 1 have conscientiously 
felt it to be my duty to the Government. 

I understand that His Lordship Bishop bu Vemet has 
notified the Department that he has stationed an ordained clergy- 
man at Lak-kalzap. I may acd to this that the clergyman refeired 
to is Rev.J.B.Nc Cullagh,who recently left Aiyansh,where he has 
been stationed for tie past twenty years,on account of the preg- 
nancy of his wife requiring thet Mrs.Mc Cullagh be near to a doctor 
(Dr.Mec Donal d,of Kincolith) and because the Indians at Aiyansh have 
been drinking badly and he was afraid to winter at that place.-r. 
Ke Cullagh has informed me that he intends only to winter at Lak- 
kalzap. In the meantime Aiyansh will be without a missionary. 

If His Lordship is able to give the assurance that a 
missionary (ordained) will be permanently supplied at Lak-kalzap, 
it may be the best policy for the Department to pay a teacher a 
reasonable salary and allow matters to remain as they are,provided 
the Indians are satisfied with such an arrangement. All I desire 
as Indian Agent is to see the village supplied with a missionary 
and teacher. Should His Lordship be unable to furnish these,it 
seems reasonable to put no obstacle in the way of another Church 
undertaking the work in orger to avert the disastrous consequences 
of a lapse on the part of the Inaians into a condition of heathen- 


ism and lawlersness,such as is seen on the upper river.

"The Beartment would be nieased to have your Lordship's opinion on Mr. 
Perry's suggestion to transfer the Mission of Lakkalaap from the Church 
of England to the Methodist Church,It is Mr.Perry's opinion that should 
such a transfer be made the Methodist Church would be pleased to provide 
a suitable teacher". 
I wish to enter a most emphatic protest against the way the Rev.A.E. 

Green Methodist minister and Indian School Inspector,has again and again, 
especially on the Naas River used his position as a Government officer to 
further the interests of the Methodist Church against #### those of the 
Church of Englend.Mr.G.C.Perry ,who was a probationdry Methodist minister 
beforekis appointmet as Indian Agent,has up to now endeavoured to be #aheeet 
fimpartial,but in this case he has most certainly overstepped the mark in 
suggesting the transfer of a Church of England Mission to the Methodist 
Church.We have an ordained clergyman at Lakkalaap and I shall take vigorous 
steps if there is any interference with our Mission there on the part of 
any Government official. 

The Church of England was first by many years on the, Naas River and 
founded a Mission at the mouth of the river and a Mission at the head of 


‘igation on the upper river,66 miles up.These Missions are Kincolith and 


h.Rev.d.BeMcCGullagh has been 30 years on the Upper Naas and Archdeacon

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Collf@eh over 30 years at Kincolith,succeeding another Church of England 
Missionary who was there some years before. 

The Methodists founded a Mission at Lakkalzap 26 miles up from Kincolith 
as Rev. A.B.Green was the founder the village is sometimes called “hheddA re 
"Greenvilte".More than half the native Christians at Lakkalsap were 
baptised in the Church of England having either come up from Kincolith 
or down from our Upper Mission,The Methodist Church had great difficulty 
with this Mission.There were thirteen different missionaries in about the 
same number of years.Natives disciplined by our Church went off to the 
Methodist Church and vice versa.For three years there was no missionary 
there ,and the Indians asked to be taken over by our Church, After tong 
negotiations with Pr.whittington,the Superintendent of Methodist Missions, 
we paid $1,500 for the old rotten buitdings,and th» seed will of the 
Methodist Church,Dr.Whittington giving his pledge that the Methodist 
Church would not attemnt to reeenter the field, Rov, A.F.Green never 
approved of this transfer.One can understand his feeling and I have tried 

abet , 
to make allowances ,but every time he has visited the Neas river at 
Kincolith ,Lakkalsap,Gwinoha,Aiyansh,and Gittadamiks he has worked against 
the Chureh of England.Our missionaries have traced back dissatisfaction 
to him again and again,and I am determined to put a stop to this. 

Probably because of the many changes Lakkalsap is the most difficuit 
Mission we have to deal with.The natives make the life of a missionary 
there intolerable.They are the most insolent Indians I have ever met.They 


tell me they wont have this man,or that man.When our missionary was teacher 


and catechist combined ,they threw it in my face that he was not a missionary 
° 

abe 
because he was paid by Government fn vain I pointed out that 


only part of 
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his satéry came from the Government.It is firmly fixed in their mind that 
the school teacher is paid by the Governnent.This is one of the reasons 
why our Higsion Board decided that it was best for the Government to 
appoint the teacher. We never expected that the Indian Agent would suggest 


to the Department that our Mission be handed over to the Methodist Church 


and futher volunteer the information,which is manifestly outside his 


official duty as an agent of the Government that the Methodist Church 
would supply a teacher. 

Rev. A.B.Green,in his capacity of Indian School Inspector,told the 
chiefs of Gitlademiks which is part of our Upper Naas Mission that it was 
not necessery for them to have a Church of Bnglend teecher,for the 
Government would send them one.We have ne objection to this if the Governe 
ment makes no atlempt to interfere with our Ghurech work but if this means 
using @ Governnent position to favout the Methodist couse I shall appeal 
Lo our member of Partiament to rectify this injustice,

There has been a good deal of correspondence 
bet weer Agent Perry, Inspector Green, the Bishop of 
Caledonia and the Department with regard to the Lakalsap 
Indian School, which has culminated in the receipt ofa 
lette» from Bishop DuVernet forwarding a copy of a latter 
adaressed by him to Mr. Agent Berry in reply to his 
assertion that he has the right to interfere in purely 
church matters, The Bishop has asked to have a mling 
from the Minister or the Interior as to Mr, Perry's 
assertion that "The position which I take in the matter, 
“and as long as I am an official of the Indian Department 
“having the interests of the Indians at heart, is that the 
*nai:ter of Indian Missions is as much my concern as it is 
“yours. If your Church is not able to supply that village 
“with an ordained clergyman, I deem it my business to 
“see that the Indians’ requirements are met; and wK this 
“with a view to improving the present apparently dis-— 


“astrous conditions on the Naas River with Which your ohurch

The whole trouble seems to have arisen through

With reference to that portion of your report on 
the Nass River Agenoy for the month of January, last, regard- 
ing the salary allowed for a teacher and matron at Lakalsap, 
I beg to say that, as you were informed, the combined selary 
and bonus allowed for these two services is at the rate of 
$1500.00 per annum. 


With reference to the boms, there in a possibility 
that this will be discontinued, but the Department has no in- 
formation as to the action that may be taken by Parliament at 
the present session regarding the matter. 


The sum of $900.00 is all that can be provided for 
the salary of a teacher, as this is the highest amount allowed 
to teachers of Indian day schools in British Columbia. Under 
the classification matrons are allowed a minimum salary of 
$460.00 and it would be possible to allow this amount in the 
case where the wife of the teacher acts as field matron. This 
will make a combined salary of $1380.00 for the two services 
and, should.the bonus be contimied during the next fiscal year, 
that would also be allowed. The Department is aware of the 
diffioulty of obtaining a teacher and matron for an isolated 
Place like Lakaisap, but would like you to contime your efforts 
to obtain a teacher and matron at the above salary, with the 
promise that, should be bonus be continued, they will alee re- 


ceive the amount provided.

It will be noticed from Miss Hannam's report 
that she would welcome a change from Greenville, 
This matter was referred to in previous correspondence 
and I shal! be glad if it is given consideration by 
the Department, 

Miss Hannam is the only white person at Green- 
ville, The isolation, especially during the winter 
months wi the village is cut off entirely from 
communication with the outside, is most trying. 

I am strongly ofthe opinion that single lady 
teachers should not be sent to these isolated 
Indian villages, and if an easier place can be 
for Miss Hannam and a transfer made, I would 
recommend for Greenville, the appointment of a 
married couple to carr, on the school and matroncy 
work at a salary equal to the joint salary now 
received by Miss Hannam for her services as teacher 
and field matron. 


The matter was discussed with Mr,Cairns, 
Inspector of Indian Schools,during his last visit to 
Prince Rupert, and he agrees with me that a change 
is desirable,

I am in receipt of a letter dated July 25 
from Rt. Rev. GA. ix, D.D., Bishop of Caledonia, 
in which he writes as follows regarding the Lekalsap 
Sehool: 


“There has been some criticism of Mrs. Bridge 
at Lakalsap. She at first resigned but later withdrew 
this.

I am forwarding herewith a letter received from the 
Rt. Rev. G. A. Rix, D. D., Bishop of Caledonia, dated August 
30th last, in which he suggests that ..r. Hayhurst, husband of 
our teacher at the <itwanga Indian Day School, be given a 
temporary appointment as teacher of the Lakealsap Indian Day 
School, Skeena River Agency. 


It will be remembered that Mrs. Hayhurst was formerly 
teacher of the Lakalsap Indian Day School, and that iir. Hay- 
hurst, who looked after health matters in the Village, was paid 
a small salary as assistant teacher. 


Some years ago, the Rt. Rev. Bishop Rix arranged for 
the transfer of Mr. & lirs. Hayhurst from the Lakalsap School 
to the Kitwanga Indian Day School, Babine Agency, without con- 
sulting this office, and it was subsequeatly decided by the 
Department that salary would not be allowed to iir. Hayhurst 
whilst at Kitwanga, the appointment of Lrs. Kayhurst as teacher 
being, however, approved. 


The Department was originally requested to approve the 
ppointment of irs. Hayhurst, a married woman, as teacher at 
the Lakalsap Indian Day School on the grounds that her husband, 
through disability, was unable to earn a living for his wife 
and child. 


Bishop Rix now suggests that i. Hayhurst would prove 
a satisfactory teacher in an Indian Day School though he holds 
no academically professional qualifications for such a position. 


It would appear to me highly doubtful that the Depart- 
ment would be justified in placing Lr. Hayhurst in charge of 
any Indian Day School owing to iis lack of qualifications, quite 
apart from the fact that his appointment at the Laxalsap Indian 
Day School would involve leaving .rs. hayhurst anda her child at 
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Kitwanga without the protection of her husband. 


The matter has been discussed with Inspector Barry who 
finds himself unable to recommend the appointment of iir. John 
Hayhurst as teacher of the Lakalsap Indian Day School. I am, 
however, forwarding Bishop Rix's letter of nomination for the 
consideration of the Department though I am not prepared to 
recommend that Bishop Rix's nomination be accepted.

Dear Sir: 


I know you have much lmowledge of the Indian 
Village School situation in Norther: Be Ce. You know 
also that I am Bishop of Caledonia and that I am, 
therefore, intensely interested in these natives’ wel- 
faree Owing to the war and the joining up with the 
forces on the part of many teachers, it has been found 
impossible to provide teachers for all the schools. 

In this diocese there are at present three schools 
without teachers. During the late summer I had two 
applications: one from a very young girl and at that 
time I only kmew of one school likely to be vacant 

and as it was extremely isolated I wrote her advising 
that she would not consider it; later on another girl 
asked for my nomination, but before it could be arranged 
she got a school in a white section. An experienced 
teac er asked to be changed from Greenville to Metlak-- 
atla. This I advised against as she had been only a 
year at Greenville and was well liked there, but she 
then wrote me that she had decided to remain with her 
mother for the year as her mother was not well. 


I tell you all this to show you the difficulty 
in getting teachers. 


Then I consider a great mistake was made in the 
letting go of the teacher, Mr. Bryant, of Metlakatla 
who could have been retained.With the real dearth of 
teachers, everything should have been done to retain 
this excellent teacher, one of the best in the North. 
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I have searched everywhere for competent teachers. 
I have asked the B.C. Indian Office to find them. The 
only condition desired was that they should be Protestant. 
The Vancouver Office has been unable to find any. Then 
I began to suggest the temporary appointment of unqualif- 
ied but really competent personse 


I suggested lir. Hayhurst the husband of the teacher 
at Gitwanga. She had taught at Greenville and he assisted 
her there in a very efficient manner, besides that he was 
skilled in the dispesning of drugs. Mr. Hayhurst was will- 
ing to go to Greenville and the people were anxious to have 
him but Mr. Barry, the Indian School Inspector, turned it 
down. Even when there was no one else in sight. Then it 
oceurred to the Indian Agent and myself that a well educated 
native could fill the position as a temporary expedient and 
a@ young man who had done well at 4 boarding school, William 
MeYay, was suggested. This person was also acceptable to 


the people of Greenville, but again lir. Barry turned it down. 
The Indian Commissioner sends me the answers to my letters 
but he always says the matter has been referred to Mr. Barry. 


Ever since I have had anything to do with the Indian 
Schools in this area, I have found the School Inspector a most 
difficult man to get along with. He offers no co-operation, 
especially at this time when everyone ought to do everything 
in his or hier power to carry on. It does seem to me that we 
ought to be able to look to the officials who have as their 
sacred duty the welfare of the native people for every poss~ 
ible assistance in waking the best of an extremely difficult 
situation. It is a tragedy that these three schools are 
closed. It will mest seriously set the children back in their 
education. The natives themselves resent what they mightly 
consider as a neglect of their right. 
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«Ba 


I am writing directly to you.and over the head 
of the Vancouver Office, for we are quite unable to get 
reasonable co-operation there. I think Major McKay 
would co-operate, but with lir. Barry the case seems hope- 
less. He seems to search out reasons which justify him 
im opposing any suggestions made by anyone else. 


I can assure you that I am not alone in my object- 
ions. May I hope that you will give us the authority to 
fill vacant schools during the war with any reasonably 
qualified person so that the children upon whom so much 
effort has already been spent may not slip back.

Dear Sir: 


It is regretted that there is no teacher at Greenville 
or at Metlakatla. It is unfortunate that the Department 
did not see there way to agree to the scheme submitted by 
the Agent. The native children could be at school rather 
than running around the village and could at least have 
been kept from slipping back in their studies and losing 
interest entirely. My experience and observations over a 
period of some twenty-three years among Indians shows that 
Native teachers have done some very good work in their re- 
spective villages. Massett Village had no less than four 
Indian teachers of whom none had even eighth grade tuition 
and the proof of their success is the fact that most of the 
prominent men of this village today were their pupils. 
Some of the credit for this must be due to these teachers. I 
cannot see the reason for thinking that it would be better 
to let the schools remain closed rather than have unqualified 
teachers. A person with «rade nine standing should be able to 
teach the "three R's" which is all the education a good many 
Indians require for practical purposes.

I am sending forward herewith, for 
your information, copy of a letter received by me from 
the Right Peverend G. aA. Rix, D.D., Bishop of Caledonia, 
and also a copy of my reply thereto. 


In view of the seute shortazve of fully 
qualified teachers that no exists in the province of 
British Columbis, I have been wondering if you covld submit 
for departmental consideration certain recommendations 
that would meet even tempor rily existine conditions. The 
Shortage of teachers in British Columbia, I should add, is 
more scute than in any of the other provinces. 


Would it be possible for you to diseuss 
this matter with the offictals of the Department of Fducation 
at Victoria? If the provincial authorities have experienced 
difficulty in securinz the teachers necessar to overate the 
public schools in the province, they misht be willing to 
release a limited nunber of the more successful normal 
school pupils at the end of the Christmes term. If they are 
unwilling to do this, they might Supply you with the list 
of candidates awaiting entrance to Normal, and from these 
you might be able to select a few fairly successful teachers. 


It is the opinion of the officials here 
that Lf we must employ teachers lackine professional standing, 
these teachers should at least se mature men and women and 
not teen-age boys and girls. Your immediate attention to 
this matter will be very much appreciated.

I have for acknowledgment your 
unsigned letter of November 12, in whieh you discuss 
the difficulty experience? by you in securing fully 
qualified teachers for ® number of Indian day schools 
in your diocese. 


It is perhaps {nevitable that in 
a critical period such as this a shortace of oualified 
teachers should develon nd that eLreumste:ces ney arise 
whereby we snall be comselled to select the best teaching 
material available, regardless of rofessions] standing. 


The experience of the officiels in 
the Yelfare and Tretning Division, however, has heen 
that with a few rare exceptions tre employment of teachers 
other than those with full professional standing is @ 
sheer waste of public funds. 


Indian day and residential schools 
are, a8 you Know, subiected to very severe eriticism from 
time to time, and I am versonelly disposed to think that 
this criticism will increase as tax imposts hecome more 
burdensome. You will readily apprectate, therefore, 
that the greatest care must be exercised by our officials 
in the selection of teachers and in the general conduct 
of our educetional institutions. 


I note that you refer to the case 
of William Me“ay, 4 native, who might have been 
employed to take charge at the Lakalsep (Greenville) 
School. The rec rds indicate that this school has an

I have received your letter of November 22nd, 
your file 168-35-1, with enclosures regarding the vacancies 
in certain Indian Day Schools in the Diocese of Caledonia. 


It would not be unfair to say thet Bishop Rix 
himself is to some extent responsible for the vacancies in 
two of the schools in his diocese, inasmuch as he refused 
to agree to the transfer of Miss Arrowsmith from Lakalsap 
to Metlakatla, and the appointment of Miss Bird to Lakal- 
sap, succeeding Miss Arrowsmith. Eventuelly Bishop Rix 
did agree to nominate Miss Bird for the Metlakatla School 
but the delay in his doing so resulted in Miss Bird's 
acceptance of a position in one of the Provincial schools. 
Mise Arrowsmith resigned and left the Province. 


The reasons given by the Bishop for his stand 
in these cases were that he wished Miss Arrowsmith to re- 
main at Lakalsap, despite the fact that she had requested 
a transfer, and that Miss Bird was too young 4 woman to 
go into an Indian village where there was not another white 
person. Miss Bird was at thet time twenty-nine years of 
age and had over four years experience at the Mamilillikulla 
Indian Day School as well as some three years previous ex- 
perience as a supervisor and teacher at St. George's Indian 
Residential School, Lytton. 


The chief objection to the appointment of Mr. 
Hayhurst to Greenville, apart altogether from his lack of 
proper qualifications, is that his wife is the teacher at 
the Indian day school at Kitwanga, two widely separated 
points. Aside from this, the employment of man and wife 
at two different centers is likely to prove the subject 
of criticism.

Metlakatla, the Department will remeniber that his work 
was not satisfactory there. Indeed, it was of such a 
nature that, considering his age and lack of Normal School 
training, he could not be retained in a village where even 
the Indians hed asked for his removal. 


Inspector Barry has advised that the appointment 
of teen-age Indian boys as teachers in our schools, when 
such boys have not completed high school, could not be recom= 
menied by him for the following reasons: 


1. The teaching of elementary reading, writing, and 
arithmetic to beginners is one of the most diffi- 
eult duties of even professional teachers. No 
hope of success could be expected in the case of 
young persons lacking even the most elementery 
training in methods. 


Young Indians would not command the respect of the 
children, and it is highly doubtful if such persons 
should be given the charge of young Indian girls in 
school. Moral questions are involved not to mention 
the difficulties in regard to discipline and possible 
punishment of pupils. 


I may say thet I am disposed to agree with the Inspector in 
this respect. 


It would probably be as well to mention here that 
one of the young Indians suggested by Bishop Rix as @ possible 
teacher did not have a satisfactory record at Coqualeetza 
Bishop Rix could not be aware of the records of the various 
Indian children going through our schools and may very esesily 
make bad mistakes in sll good faith. 


The B.C.Normal School training is for one year 
only. Those seeking admission to either the Vancouver or 
Victoria Normal Schools make application in August and 
therefore the Provincial Department of Education would 
have no idea what candidates would apply for enrolment 
next year.

I should like to emphasize that I am not opposed 
to the appointment of an Indian as 4 teacher at any of our 
schools, provided the Indian has the required training and 
is otherwise qualified for such duties. The employment of 
unqualified and only partly educated persons in our schools, 
even if only as a temporary measure, may easily lead to the 
loss of the services of some qualified person who may subse- 
quently apply for a position, it being perhaps difficult to 
imnediately dispense with the services of the person tempo- 
rarily in charge of the school. 


During the last few days candidates for two vacan- 
cies were interviewed. The nomination of Miss I.M. Faithfull 
for the Hazelton Indian Day School was forwarded to the De- 
partment by air mail a few days ago, and the United Church is 
submitting the name of Mr. E.G. Moyer for the vacancy at Cape 
Mudge caused through the recent resignation of Mrs. Goodrich. 


Inspector Barry has obtained the names and addresses 
of a number of candidates who had previously applied to the 
Provincial Inspector of Schools in this city and I am commu- 
nicating with these persons with a view to having them inter- 
view our Inspector should they be interested in Indian school 
work. 


I regret that Bishop Rix has seen fit to criticize 
our officials. Inspector Barry and Inspector Coleman have 
done their utmost to secure suitable teachers for the existing 
vacancies in our schools, but conditions are not normal, and 
the refusal of Bishop Rix to cooperate in the matter of the 
transfer and appointment referred to in the second paragraph 
of this letter was responsible for the loss of two trained 
teachers to our service this year. Every effort is being made 
to secure sufficiently qualified persons to take charge of the 
schools now vacant for the last half of the school year commenc- 
ing in January, and I have reason to feel that the situation is 
likely to resolve {tself within the next two weeks. 


The nomination of @& teacher to fill the vacancy at 
Chehalis has been made by His Excellency Archbishop Duke and 
it is going forward to the Department tomorrow.

I note, however, that the school wus only open 
for 24 days during the quarter, and from a note on the 
return it appears that the main reason for the school 
not being oven for a longer time was the absence of the 
Indians fron the Reserve, Would it not be possible to 
keep this school open during July and August, and have 
the holidays taken at that period of the year when the 
Indians are away from the Reserve for fishing? Between 
September 1s*%, iast, and June 30th, of this year, the 
school was oniy open for 163 days, but salary has been 
allowed for the full ten months, and it is felt that, 
as the teachers were at the school, they were entitled to 
receive their salary. I would, however, appreciate 
having your views as to whether any arrangement could be 
made that would insure the school being open for a longer 


period during the year.

Indian Day School. It is noted that the Indians are away 
at the canneries during the months of July and August 
and that it would not be possible to keep the school open 
during that period. It is further noted that from Sept- 
ember of each year to the following March are generally 
the best school months as the Indian parents are then 
residing near the school. The teachers should carry on 
the work as formerly, keeping the school in operation as 
long as there is sufficient attendance. It is noted that 
both Mr. and Mrs. Moore are doing good work and the De- 
partment will keep in mind the circumstances as mentioned 
by you in connection with the period the school is open 
and due consideration will be given to the payment of the 
salaries of the teachers for the full year.

I have to inform you that there has been an 
overpayment in the salary of J. Vl. Weaver, First Aid 
man and dispenser at Lakalsap. As you were informed 
by officiel letter of Aucust 18, 1931, Mr. Weaver's 
salary was to be at the rate of $30 per month. The 
Department nerlected to inform you that, while his 
duties were to be as above, his salery would be paid 
as aesistent teacher and that it would, therefore, not 
be necessary for you to include his name on your monthly 
pay list. 


As Yr. Weaver's name was on your pay list each 
month, cheques were {nedvertently issued in his favour from 
B. C. Vote from October 1, 1931, to the end of April, a 
period of seven months. He was also paid at the rate of 
$30 per month from the Apvropriation for Indian Education, 
and cheques for $90 in his favour were issued and sent 
at the end of the December quarter and at the end of the 
March quarter. There was, therefore, an overpayment made 
him of $180, which amount should be refunded by Mr. Weaver 
or enme will be deducted from the salary of his wife and 
himself at the end of the June quarter. It is presumed 
you informed Mr. Weaver of the salarv that would be allowed 
in hie case, and it is not understood why he accepted 
duolicate payments.

The Department sanctioned a sum in excess of $300.00 for 
repairs and oqen yee for this sehool, estimate of which cost was 
based on a report of the teacher who retired in June 1946. 

I visited the Scheol in October I found the condition of this 
teacherage to be such that a great deal more money would be needed 
than appeared necessary when the funds were requisitioned. The 
building is not really habitable without extensive repairs and.on 
my return I approached the Bishop for the use of the Mission House 
4f a teacher were secured for Greenville. He agreed that we could 
have free use of the Mission House which was without equipment or 
furnishings. An inventory of equipment at the School teacherage 


was taken and kept on file. In peceinery the Bishop informed me 
e 


he had nominated Rev. Arthur Chapman as acher and that he would 
arrive in Prince Rupert on January 3rd, 1947 to proceed at once 

to Greenville. Mr. Chapman had a wife and child coming with him 
and in view of the extreme need of implementing the furnishings 
and equipment at this school, I purchased and shipped these with 
Mr. Chapman's personal effects to Kincolith for transhipment to 
Greenville. At the last minute Mr. Chapman took ill and was un- 
able to come and we had to have his personal effects returned from 
the Naas River and shipped st to him. The equipment, furnishings 
and supplies on the invoices attached have been stored at Kincolith 
and will be available for a teacher when appointed. It is recom- 
mended that the vouchers be approved and paid from votes available. 


If a teacher is secured for Greenville, he or she can 
occupy the Mission House which with equipment there and the new 
supplies referred to herein, will make a comfortable home.

I am enclosing Mr. Indian Agent Anfield's letter of 
March 13th end vouchers 272 and 265 referred to therein, 


It will be observed that Mr. Anfield used an account- 
able advance, forwarded to him for labour in connection with 
repairs to the lakalsap Indian Day School, reference Nr. 
Neary's letter of August 23rd last, for the purchase of 
furnishings for the anglican Mission House on the xeserve, 
plus an additional /42.17 for the same purpose. Of the 
$313.25 requested by Mr. Anfield, in his letter of August 
15th, a copy of which was forwarded to you, only a small 
amount was required for repairs to the teacherage, and it 
is not seen why the repairs to the school and outbuildings 
could not have been carried out. 


As the matter stands the Lakalsap School building, 
teacherage and outbuildings ere still in need of repairs and 
an unauthorized expenditure of $191.17 has been made for 
furnishing the Mission House to which we have no right of 
occupancy, and which would not be available to us should the 
church appoint a missionary who would be unsuitable as a 
teacher. 


The vouchers above referred to cover expenditures not 
authorized by this office or by the Department and until I 
heve your views in the matter I am not prepared to issve a 
Purchase Order or recommend payment of the accounts, It is 
considered that Mr, anfield should be instructed definitely 
that funds forwarded to him shall not be used for any purpose 
other than that for which the advance was made without 
Departmental approval.

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On the I8th of October of last year I wrote 
to the Department asking for authority to erect a 
wood shed at the rear of the Lakgalzap Indian Day 
school and the necessary authority wac received on 
November 4 fletter #I19532-5) to proceed with the 
work, On account of the lateness of the season, 
however,it was found impossible to get the building 
material to Lakgalzap before the cold weather set 
in,and,in consequence,I was obliged to postpone * 
erection of the shed until such time as the lumber 
could be brought up the Nass River, As there will be 
an opportunity of doing this in September when the 
Lumber for the re-building of the Indian houses is 
taken up the river,I should be glad to be informed 
whether the appropriation for this purpose is still 
available, 

I have just been informed by the Archbishop 
¢f the diocese that the mission house at Lakgalzap 
which has been occupied by Miss Hannam, the school 
teacher,will not be available this winter as the 
building will be required for the use of a clergy- 
man and his wife to be appointed next month. 

There being no other houee at Lakgalzap which 
ean be used by the teacher, especially since the recent 
fire,I would suggest to the Department that the 
appropriation be slightly increased so that it may 
be possible to erect a one-roomed addition to the 
present school building for the teacher to live in. 

It is mest important thet this should be done as 
otherwise there may be diffioulty in inducing the 
school teacher to remain at Lakgalzap during the 
coming winter. In out of the way places like Lakgalzap 
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it has always been a problem to find suitable 
houses for the school teachers and field matrons 
to live in, Teachers will not live in Indian houses 
and I do not think they should be expected to do 
so, Had it not been that the mission house at Lak- 
galzap was unoccupied at the time of Miss Hannam's 
appointment and placed at her disposal, she would 
not have accepted the position, 

The proposed additien to the school building 
could be made very comfortable for this winter and 
if funds should be available next year another room 
could be added. 

This addition could be put up for the sum of 
$300.00 which would include labour ana freight of 
lumber and other material to the site. 

It would be a distinct advantage to have the 
school teacher living close to the echool as she 
could look after the school property and as in this 
particular case, the teacher would be saved a long 
tramp every morning through the deep snow during the 
winter months,

The Department sanctioned a sum in excess of $300.00 for 
repairs and equipment for this school, estimate of which cost was 
based on a report of the teacher who retired in June 1946, When 
I visited the School in October I found the condition of this 
teacherage to be such that a great deal more money would be needed 
than appeared necessary when the funds were requisitioned. The 
building is not really habitable without extensive repairs and. on 
my return I approached the Bishop for the use of the Mission House 
if a teacher were secured for Greenville. He agreed that we could 
have free use of the Mission House which was without equipment or 
furnishings. An inventory of equipment at the School teacherage 
was taken and kept on file. In December, the Bishop informed me 
he had nominated Rev. Arthur Chapman as teacher and that he would 
arrive in Prince Rupert on January 3rd, 1947 to proceed at once 
to Greenville. Mr. Chapman had a wife and child coming with him 
and in view of the extreme need of implementing the furnishings 
and equipment at this school, I purchased and shipped these with 
Mr. Chapman's personal effects to Kincolith for transhipment to 
Greenville. At the last minute Mr. Chapman took ill and was un- 
able to come and we had to have his personal effects returned from 
the Naas River and shipped east to him. The equipment, furnishings 
and supplies on the invoices attached have been stored at Kincolith 
and will be available for a teacher when appointed, It is recom- 
mended that the vouchers be approved and paid from votes available. 


If a teacher is secured for Greenville, he or she can 


occupy the Mission House which with equipment there and the new 
supplies referred to herein, will make a comfortable home.

At 
Kincolith the site is in fairly clear condition but a 
drainage ditch should be dug immediately in case the 
river rises to that point whilst construdtion is under 
way. It is further recommended that 500.00 be meade 
available as an accountable advance for each of these 
schools so that the sites can be prepared for staking 
out without further delay.

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter, #118532-5,of date August I7 and in 
reply to mine of August 7. 

With further regard to the erection of the 
proposed addition to the Lakgalzap Indian Day school 
for the use of the school teacher,which,I am glad the 
Department has sanctioned,I beg to state that since 
writing my letter regarding the matter,it has been 
possible to go thoroughly into the probable cost,which, 
including all material, labour and transportation of 
lumber to site will amount to about $1000.00, 

A carefubly prepared estimate of all material 
required for the completion of the addition is here- 
with enclosed, 

The need of this addition,which should include 
two living rooms instead of one as suggested in my 
previous letter,has become more urgent than ever as 
the teacher,Miss Hannam,has objected to live in an 
Indian house- which is not surprising-and it now 
becomes imperative to provide a place of residence as 
speedily as possible or close the school for the 
winter, there being no other accommodation in the village. 

The matter of providing residential quarters 
for school teachers has always been a troublesome one, 
particularly in isolated Indian villages,and the com- 
pletion of the proposed addition to the Indian Day 
school should solve the difficulty as far as Lakgakzap 
is concerned, 

Tenders have already been received for the 
supply of lumber etc,.for the re-building of the Indian 
houses at Lakgalzap. The lumber is to be purchased from 
the Georgetown saw mill-being the lowest tender- and 
taken to Lakgalzap on a large scow, It is proposed to 
send the material required for the teacher's residence 
at the same time,in order to minimize the cost of trans- 
portation as much as possible, 

As my first estimate was incomplete,I should be 


glad to receive as early as convenient, by wire, the Depart-

Dear Mr, Deasy.-I am to-day in receipt of your 
letter of Aug. 3Ist re. the absence of Mr, Sherwood, I very much 
regret his action. As the salary is small and it is difficult for 
us to keep teachers even when the Church adds to the Government Crant 
and pays the salary regularly every quarter I told Mr, Sherwood there 
was no reason why he should not during the Summer vacation, earn a 
little more money, if he was eure to be back in good time for the 
opening of the Day School, which was usually about the Ist Sept. I am 
afraid he has misunderstood matters. 

Miss Josephine Edenshaw has been the Assistant 
Teacher, the Indian Department having promised a supplementary grant 
for her when the numbers warranted a second teacher (at the rate of 
$300). 

Under the circumstances I think that you and Mr. 
Hogan have acted most wisely in re-opening the School; but I do not 
think Miss Edenshaw qualified to take the whole school when it grows 
larger. 

Our Church has been at considerable expense in se- 
curing Mr. Sherwood, paying his traveling expenses from a distance. In 
order to retain his services we, at our August meeting of our Fxecutiw 
Committee, promised him an increase in his salary, eas no White man, in 
any way qualified as a Teacher would teach for the Government Grant 
alone, even though it has been raised to $500 (subject to reductions). 

We also discussed the difficulty about a house for him 
I felt strongly that we should not be able to hold him unless we did 
something in this direction. Compare what the Public School ‘Teachers 
receive, 

I sincerely hope that Mr. Sherwood has long before 
this returned as it will be hard, at a moment's notice, to secure 


another teacher, I shall await further word with much concern.

I feel sure 

the Indians would grant the lend and the teacher might erect the 


residence. His Lordship, PPhop Duvernet, Rev. vr. Nogan and 
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@1l1 of us who understend the conditions here, realize that it 
would be impossible go heve good results from a Day School, 
which is closed a portion of the year, without ® disciplinarian 
in charge, The Teacher we have is not of this Stamp end he 
realizea thet he cannot manage the school. He is not et all 
anxious to continue in charge; but it would be Gifficult to ree 
place him under present conditions and Salary. 

In the annual report on the schools reference will be 
made to this question, 

I would also recommend that @ Woodshed be built at 
the ©chool and Water Closets, at a cost of $150. There is no 
plece in which to keep the wood dry, during the Tainy season, 

The average aptendance at the School, during this 
time of the year, i6 not what it should be. T am endeavoring 
to induce the parente to send their children to 8chool; but 
they will not 60 to eny trouble to See thet the children attend, 
I have gone over the Reserve, time and again, end found children 
Staying away without reason. With a Teacher who would investigate 
into the reasons for non-attendance and one who would take an 
interest in the work, good results woulda surely follow. Such a 
man requires good pay. His Lordship informed me that an ate 
tempt would be made to get such a teacher, and, for the good of 
the Indians,I hope we will get such a person, The boys and girls 
who attend the school Beem eager to learn and, with a change in 
the school the perents might take a ereat deal more interest,

Sir,— 

I have the honor to acknowledge receipt of 
your communication (No. 122723/1) of the 9th inst., with 
reference to "the proposed erection of a school building for 
the Massett Indians at North Island" and asking me “to advise 
the Department fully as to what has been done.” 

The erection of the proposed building was 
one of the matters that had been in the hands of the former 
Indian Agent, and, when | took office, was transferred to me, 

After considering with the local clergyman it 
was decided to purchase and store the lumber. The only small 
sawmill on Massett Inlet has been closed down during the sum 
mer and only started work again a short time ago, to cut the 
timber for the wharf on Massett Inlet, In the meantime I have 
been anxious to meet His Lordship Bishop DuVernet, to discuss 
school matters generallly, and this school in particular. When 
I called at his residence, during my visite to Prince Rupert, he 
was absent, visiting his large Diocese. It was only on my last 
trip to Skidegate that I met His Lordship-a few days ago. 

The local clergyman, and the Indians had 
changed their minds regarding the utility of building a school-« 
house at North Island. As the map of the Queen Charlotte 
Group will show, North Island is off the extreme end of Graham 
Island and is deserted for over ten months of the year, The 
Indians only go there to fish for "Spring Salmon", There is 
always the possibility of the Indians giving up this kind of 
fishing, and now, that a Whaling Station has been placed at 
Virago Sound, nearer their homes, a number of the Indians will 
seek employment there, The present Teacher of the Massett Day 


School gives me to understand that he is allowed to spend the 
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time the Indian children are away from Massett as he thinks 
ad fit, and, during this year,he worked on the Yakoun River — 

even after the children returned, compelling us to engage Miss 
Eddnshaw to re-open the school and teach for a month, before 
he returned. e complains that the salary is not sufficient 
and, considering that he is appointed by the Bishop, I did not 
take any further action in regard to his absence further then 
to confer witg the local clergyman and the Indian Council and 
to ask that the school be opened. His Lordship informs me 
that Mr. Sherwood, the teacher, has been notified that his 
services will be no longer reqhired, and I agree with him, for 
the reason that Mr. Sherwood is not cenducting the school as 
he should, 

I did not report on the matter of this schoolhouse until 
now, in opder to find out the views of His Lordship and he 
is of the opinion that some means should be adopted to keep 
the children at their home, while the parents are away, fish- 
ing, and at the canneries. 

I enclose copies of communications recently received by 
me, on this matter. 

When at Skidegate Reserve, Dr. Spencer also felt that 
some means should be devised to keep the children of the Skide# 
gate Band at their homes, A child had just died, one that had 
been several years in the Coquleetza Boarding School. Dr, 
Spencer said that it would be almost impossible to send any 
children to Coquleetza School, for some time now, on account 
of the death of this girl-the Indians considering that it is 
too far away and they have no means of quick communication 
should the children in the boarding school become ill. 

There is another reason adduced by the Indians for not 
desiring to send their children to Boarding Schools where a 

large majority of the scholars belong to the tribes living 
near the place where the school is located, The few from our 
outlying settlements are not met in a proper epirit by the 


Indian children of other reserves, and, veing in the large 


Indian Affairs. (RG 10, Volume 6402, File 828-1, part 1) 
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minority, they feel out of place, 
The remedy suggested by both His Lordship, by Rev, 
Dr. Spencer, by the local clergyman and the Indian Councils 
is that steps should be taken to open Summer Boarding Schools 
on the Massett and Skidegate Indian Reserves, sither placing 


the scholars in tents or buildings, and keeping them there 


és 
while the parents are away. In the past the Indians ledve 


about April and did not return until September. During the 
rest of the year they received four hours schooling each of 
the five school days of the week. The balance of the 24 hours 
they would be back in their homes, talking their native lan- 
guage. While away with their parents they learned little or 
nothing, and forgot a great deal of what had been taught in 
the Bay School. There are no advanced Day School pupils on 
either Reserve-in my opinion there never will be, under existe 
ing conditions, I can point to a large number of men who gradu- 
ated from the Boarding Schools, and smart business men they 
are. 

I am pleased to state that all parties concerned on the 
Massett and Skidegate Reserves, clergymen and Indians, desire 
to make the schools all that could be desired and their opinion 
is that Summer Boarding Schools would aid materially. They 
would keep the young from the influences found around canner- 
ies; the clergy would have them all the year round; the teach- 
ers would be able to enforce discipline; there would be no 
break in the studies; the children would be at their homes. 

where some of the Indians remain and the parents would be 
reached quickly, should any of them become ill. More than 
that. I am advocating that we induce the Indians to till the 
soil and am willing to educate the children in that work. They 
have the best of land for the purpose and, if our Indians are 
going to advance, or even keep pace with the incoming settlere, 
they must be kept away from the banefull influences found in 
the cities and towns and around the canneries. I enclose a 


clipping which will show you one recent occurrence. Here we 
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3) have the Indians under survillance. Once away a number of them 
fall and, when they return to the Reserve are a source of 
trouble. 

I must report, afger giving the matter a great deal of 
consideration, that the building of a schoolhouse, at North 
Island, would be an expense that would result in little good. 
If they went to North Island during April and May there would 
be but forty school days in that term, each day of four hours, 
Some children would attend, others would be out with their 
parents, fishing and getting firewood. 

His Lordship Bishop DuVernet informed me that he did not 
feel too sure that any great good would be accomplished-that tae 
plan was suggested to him. The local clergyman, and the Indians 
themselves do not now consider that we would advance the 
children very much, in this way. The Indians may stop away 
from North Island at any time and I think you will agree with 
me, that we should do everything in our power to keep the 
Indians, men, women and children, where they are always under 
the care of their clergy, teachers and ggents. 

I fully realize the importance of educating the Indians, 
and am doing everything in my power to make our schools what 
they should be. In this Agency I am proud of the Indians, who 
have attended the Industrial Schools, and are endeavoring to 

aid in advancing the young; but I would advise waiting until 
next year, before taking any further eteps in the North Island 
School matter, I will try to go there with them and see for 
myself the condition of things; but, whether the Department 
carries out the proposition or not, permit me to state that 
the only way to educate the Indians of this Agency is to 

give them the education in their homes, on their Reserves,

My dear Sir:-I think it due to you to enclose you @ 
copy of my reply to the Massett Council. As you are on the 
spot your recommendation to the Department will carry great 
weight. It will, however, be contrary to the avowed present 
policy of the Government if they create a new boarding school 
On the line of the “Improved Day School" they seem willing to 
do anything within reason, only their policy needs to be modi- 
fied to suit local conditions. They agreed to provide tents 
with board floors, cots “c to house the children while the 
parents are at North Island in the spring. I do not see why 
something on this line could not be worked. To take thirty 
children out of their homes in the village, clothe and feed 
them all the year, without any cost to the parents, who are all 
well able to keep them does not seem reasonable. The great 
problem is how to retain them at school for the few weeks the 
parents are away. 

I very much regret that things seemed to ve mixed up 
regarding the Massett Day School. As I understand the situa- 
tion it is thisethe Government at my request raised the grant 
for a white male teacher to $500. On my representation that 
for part of the year the schoolmvas too large for one te,cher- 
a Supplementary grant for an assistant teacher while needed 
was made at the rate of $300 a year. As head of the Church in 
charge of the Mission I am expected to nominate the teachers. 
I secured Mr. Sherwood, paid his traveling expenses, promised 
him $700 a year ($600, first) which is paid regularly by our 
Diocesan Treasurer, Rev. J. H. Keen, Metlakatla, every quarter. 
The teacher when he receives his Government cheque endorses it 


to be paid to our Treasurer. I also recommended Miss Yosephine 
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Bhanshaw as Assistant Teacher. Owing to Mr. Sherwood's most 
unfortunate misunderstanding everything seems now in a middle, 
Our Treasurer haw been instructed by me to make no further 


payment of salaries until we receive a definate statement, 


with dates, so that we can know what the Government cheques 


will be,

Dear Sirs, 

I had hoped before this to visit Massett and 
talk to you face to face about school matters, which is so much 
better than writing, but I have not yet been able to secure the 
time to go over and back. 

Your communication regarding the establishes 
ment of a Boarding School at Massett followed me about and did 
not reach me until several weeks after the letter was written, 

I fully appreciate the difficulty of ree 
taining the children at school during the few weeks in the 
Spring when the parents are away and have again and again 
taken up this matter with the Indian Department in Ottawa. The 
“epaettment is willing to do anything in reason to tide over 
these few weeks, but the authorities in Ottawa do not think it 
wise to take the children away from their parents for a long 
time, and relieve the parents of all responsibility regarding 
their own children whom they are bound to clothe and feed. They 
hold strongly that the results from the Boarding Schools have 
not justified the immense sum of money spent upon them, and 
their present policy is to do all they can to improve the Day 
School. They are willing to provide for the housing of the 
children, for the few weeks the parents are away but not for 
the whole year. This is my impression gathered from an ex- 
tensive correspondence. If the Government is willing to build 
@ Suitable Boarding School and bear the whole financial cost I 
Bhall be glad to do all in my power to help on the work, but 
we as a Church feel that we are not justified in Spending money 
on Such work. We foun@ at Metlakatla that the Government grant 


per boy or girl was not enough to pay expenses and we were 


getting more and more into debt and so had to hand the Indus- 
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trial School back to the Government, who instead of keeping ito 
open as we expected promptly closed it. The Church is at 
present paying part of the salary of the white male teacher of 
the Day School as well as paying for his traveling expenses to 
pring him to Massett, otherwise no man teacher could be found 
to live on the Government Grant. 

As you have now an Indian Agent living amongst 


you who takes a deep interest in your school it may be possible 


for you through him to prevail upon the Indian Department to 


establish a Boarding School at Massett, and support it, but 
after our experience at Metlakatla we as a Church would not 
undertake to manage it upon a grant of so much a child as 
before, as I know we should soon get into debt. 
Wishing you a Happy Christmas and hoping to 
visit you in the New Year,

Nis Lordship:-We, the Council of Massett, have considered the 
question of the children of our Bend who require and Industriel School 
education and considere that there are many reasons why there should be 
a Boarding School in Massett. 

We have had eight children here and they ere endeavoring to go to 
a Boarding School. We applied for places for them end were told that 
there was only room for two or three at Alert Bay. Some parents are 
talking of sending their children te Chilliwkeck and, ee we desire to 
have the children teught end reised in our own denominationsl school, 
we have endeavored to have the parents wait until something can be done 
for them. ‘Whenever the steamer leaves for Prince Rupert some children 
are taken to the wharf at Massett, to be sent to Chill@whack, and some 
of them would have gone had the parents found someone to take care of 
them, We feel sure thet et least twenty-five boye would attend a Board- 
ing School at Massett and would be left there during the absence of 
their parents, There are about the same number of girls ready for 
school. The Day School gives but a few hours education each achool day 
end all who attend have no more than twenty-four hours of schooling 
every week,and, for months, there is no school at all. The children 
live at home, going back to their language and ideas, and there is little 
improvement, a8 in @ school where they live under English teachers and 
are always under the influence of those who keep them from the streets 
and are always learning them to talk the English language. We find the 
Boarding School has brought our people to a stage that cannot he attained, 
in a Deg School and as we are anxious to have our children advance, both 
morally and socially, we ask Your Lordship to take steps to have @ 
Boarding School opened. The Massett Band cannot always be at home, in 
order to keep their children at wuemex School, Their various occupations 
require them to leave for the salmon canneries and other places, where 
influences ere not always for their betterment. They go with their 
parents to the towns, and see things that children would be better if 
they did not go there, 
There would be no neccessity for building the North 
dgland school, if we had @ boarding school, and we feel sure thet a 
creat benefit would result to our pedple, both in their learning and 
their conduct in the world, when they nave before them always the in- 
fluence of Christian teaching.

Deer Sir:-Wili you please forward to the Indian De- 

Partment my urgent request that they would increase their grant to the 
Indian Day School Teacher at Massett to $700 a year, I was very pleasal 
with what I saw of Mr. McConkey's work in the school when I visited 
Massett a few weeks ago. As the amount of assistence in the Mission 
above school work which he can render is so little our Church does not 
feel justified in paying him much in eddition to the Gov. Grant, and 
from what he said to me I fear we cannot retain his services unless 
the Government increases the grant for his salary which at present is 
only $500. 

I would also point out that the supplementery grant for an 
assistant, at the rate of $300 a year, is only drawn for a portion of 
the year and thet & total of $1,000 rrom the Gocernment, for a school 
with seventy children on the roll would be only reasonable. 

I hope to confer with you later about the keeping of the 
children at Massett while the parents are away. I hope we can work out 
some pian and we a8 @ Church are willing to do our utmost provided we 
are not asked to carry too much of the financial burden, I think the 
day is fast coming when the Government should take over the entire re- 
sponsibility of educating the Indians, leaving the Church of the Mission 
to louk after their spiritual and moral weifare.

Sir: 


I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your communication 
o@ the [2th inst. and must apologize for the delay in answering by stating 
that I have just returned from Skidegate and found the letter on my ar- 
rival at Massett. While in Prince Rupert, I endeavored to interview you; 
but ascertained that you would not be at home during my stay. 

Unfortunately, there is some misunderstanding regarding Mr. Mod 
Conkey. I do not know the terms on which he was engaged. On the 28th April 
he had but six children in the school. We endeavored to have more attend. 
A few more did @tend; but, on the 3ed May, but six were present. On the 
IIth May Mr. McConkey decided to glose the school and he left on the 
steamer for Prince Rupert. 

This morning Rev: Mr. Hogan called on me and stated there are 235 
children in the village and asked what I intended to do. I informed him 
that I did not know what arrangements had been made by you, regarding Mr. 
McConkey's services. A large number of the children left, with their 
parents, for the North Island fishing station and, whether the 23 children 
will remain, I do not know. I will rmpmxt no repeat the whole conversa- 
tion; but it all appeared to hinge on Mr. McConkey's appointment and the 
reasons for closing the school. In former years the school was closed 
when the Indians left for North Island. 

When the Indians were preparing to leave the attendamce dwindled 
to six children, How magy of the 23 would attend now, if the school opened 
I do not know. Mr. McConkey stated that his business called him away and 
he intended to interview you, at Prince Rupert, regarding his future work, 
I was pleased with his work, ase School Teacher and 4 large number of the 
Indians, in fact all I spoke to, informed me that he conducted the School 
in @ most creditable manner. Now, that fault is found with him, I consider 
that the matter should be called to your attention. With you, I am convinced 
that Mr. McConkey was a good teacher and it would be most advisable to 
retain his services, if possible; but, if his retention interferes with the 
judgment of a teacher-if he is liable to cause dissatisfaction to any other 
person which might lead to unpleasantmess, it would be better, considering 
that it is my duty to report to the Depart#®et and to you on the School, to 
state that I do not thik Rev. Mr. Hogan looks on his appointment as we do 
and informs me that his services are not as satisfactory to him as the 
engagement of some other person would be. It is not my place to interfere 
in the selection of a teacher and every step taken by me was in the interest 
of the Indians and their advancement. I know that you appreciated the 
manner in which Mr. McConkey conducted the School. 

A copy of your communicationwill be forwarded the Department of 
Indian Affairs with a reccommendation that your request be granted. I feel 
sure the Department is anxious to assist in every way the advancement of 
our Indians and will give your request every consideration.

I22723/I) with reference 
to"School Hours, Teacher's Residence and ottuining Compe- 
tent Teachers," 

The chance in the Massett indian vay school 
will be understood and apreciated when I inform you that 
the former teacher, Mr. Sherwood, notified me that he closai 
the school, not being able to handle the children. I had 
been allowing the new teacher to live with me, until Mr, 
Sherwood completed the month which had been given him to 
turn over the school, and, at a conference with the man 
now in charge, Mr. A. McConkey, and Mr Sherwood-held in 
my office-the former immediately took charge of the school, 
where a marked change is noticable. Mr, Sherwood could not 
enforce discipline, and, although a splendid man, otherwise, 
could not handle Indian children, He acknowledges inability 
to enforce discipline and takes no offence at being re- 
lieved, The new teacher is a good man and we will be fortu- 
nate if his services can be retained. He is a practical 
farmer and a carpenter and a good scholar, 


I will forward a copy of your letter to 

His Lordship Rishop Dyffernet. It is certainly encoureging

@ communication received from His Lordship Bishop F. H. DuvVernet 


with reference to the Indian Day School at Massett “eserve. 


It has been difficult Povtain @ good teacher 


and His Lordship requests an increase, to $700 per year, for the 
services of Mr. McConkey. Considering that the White teacher, 
in the adjacent White settlement, receives $85 per month, and is 
not in the possession of a certificate, the difficulty in ovtain. 
ing a good White male teacher wili be understood . 

With regard to the Government taking over the 
school, I also agree with his Lordship. This can be understood 
when I state that His Lordship travels over a large area, and it 
is difficult to reach him, at times, The teacher receives his 
instructions from the Bishop and is responsible to him. We have 
our stated instructions, regarding the school; but no control 
over the teacher. At the present time, the school is closed. Un 
the IIth inet. the teacher considered that it would be useless 
to keep the school open. The Indians were preparing to go to 
North Island, to their fishing grounds, and it was impossible to 
have a large attendance. On certian days, when I visited the 
school, but six pupils were in attendance, We used every endeavor

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to make the children attend, threatening to close the school and ine» 
terviewing those who would cali them together; but they would not ate 
tend and the school was closed. The teacher left for Prince Rupert, 
where, he stated, the Bishop would be interviewed by him. 

On my return from Skidegate Reserve Rev. Mr. Hogan in« 
terviewed me regarding the children on the Reserve and informed me 
that the school should be re-opened. He stated that 23 children were 
on the Reserve; but a number of them had not attended school before 


the closing thereof and if only six could be relied on at the time(we 


ned only that number at the end of April) I felt that to open the 


school again would be useless. When we had over 70 children in the 
viliage, and only six would attend, the number would surely be smaller 
when we had but 23 children. Further: The teacher was away and I did 
not know what arrangements he had made with the Bishop. It has always 
been usual for the school to close, when the Indians go to North Island 
and they left on the I5th inst. 

During His Lordshipts visit, the clergyman, teacher and 
agent met with him. Questions arose which all present did not agree 
on. The former teacher informed me that he was under the orders of 
His Lordship and it was not known how the discipline of the school had 
fallen until I interviewed the Bishop on the question. the control of 
this school should be in the hands of a local officer, considering our 
isolation and the fact that His Lordship is away 80 often, even from 
Prince Rupert. wast year, the Teacher did not come to Massett until 
the children had been home a month. It would not interfere with the 
moral and spiritual education of the children and the present teacher 
is of the same denomination with the Indians, and always should be. 

It would avoid complications and would save @ great deal of trouble. 
You have the Agent near the schoolhouse and he could be called on for 
advice and instruction. Instead of having the Bishop, clergyman, 
teacher and agent with seperate duties, in connection with the school, 
where one or the other might consider advice an interference, there 
would be an understanding of the duties and responsibilities. As it is 


at present, the Teacher scarcely understands where his responsibili- 
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{ 
ties in or end. We are all anxious to advance the Indian children; 


but complications will arise. I have been blamed for recommending mr. 
McConkey, who was a stranger to me when he arrived here; but who, I 
learned was a good, consciencious man. Still, his appointment inter- 
fered with the plans of others, and I have found that -no matter what 
we do in the public interest-there are people to blame one for doing 
his best to advance even thew Indian. 

The letter from His Lordship speaks for itself and I am 


heartily in accord with the recommendations therein contained,

On it being represented to me that l{r.Sherwood was unable 
to teach the iMassett Day School when the numbers were very large,I made 
an appeal to the Department and received the following reply dated Dec.3Srd. 
1909. "It will also pay his assistant,Miss Edenshaw,at the rate of $309. 
per annum during the time she 18 actually employed.Vouchers for the 
additional salary due to Mr.Sherwood and for the amount earned by liss 
Edenshaw from April lst to September 30th last should be forwarded through 
the Indian Superintendent for payment.Puture returns should show whether 
Miss Edenshaw has been engaged in any quarter and for what time." 
If 'Niss Edenshaw taught during the month of April last,end part of 

May she is entitled to receive salary for the time she taught.The school 
returns should show this.The fact that she did not teach in Sentember 
does not debar her from receiving her just due for April and May. 

Before this supplementary Grant at the rate of $300 per annum is allowed 

to lapse I shouid like to be assured both by you and Mr.McConkey that 

one teacher alone is able to teach over fifty scholars.If you deem Ir. 

McConkey quite able to manage alone perhaps the Department would allow 

this 33°09 to be added to his Salary provided he remained the year round 

and added some Industrial training,such as farming,gardening,for boys 

and his wife teaching sewing 4c. to the girls.

joined you could not keep the attendance up to this.If there 18 @ death 
in the school,followed soon by another at once the parents take alarm 
and it is only by a warrant that you can force the children back. 
Therefore I still favour introducing into the Day School something 


of the Industrial element.Now that Mr.MeConkey has his new house and 
Jarge grounds I think he could well work in something of this sort 
specially if his wife will help with the girls,and I think the 
Department would favour this.Of course if Mr.McConkey is going to make 
this his life work,settling down in Massett as his home he should receive 


a larger salary than he is now receiving,and the Department might well 


add the supplementary Grant to what he is now receiving.

Quarterly School Keport of former Teacher Mr. C. A. 
MeConkey, and to subimt to following with reference to 
the Massett Day School; 

On the Ist February last, nearly the 
whole of the Band moved to Naden Harbour, to work on 
the construction of Cannery Buildings, for the Wallace 
Fisheries Company. The few children remaining went to 
school for a short time; but the attendance became 60 
small that it was decided to close the school, the 
Teacher, in the time between the closing and when his 
resignation took effect, worked at painting the resi- 
dence of the school teacher, 2 new residence which he 
oceupies; but he did not complete the work before his 
term expired. In the meantime, we had made arrangements 
with the Fisheries Company to have 1 building , near 
the Cannery, for a school at Naden Harbour. This build- 
ing is now ready; but we are in need of a Teacher. I have 

corresponded with His Lordship Bishop DyVernet, on the 

question, and 2180 had a number of interviews with the 
local clergyman. The old school desks, and other sup- 
plies, are ready for shipment, to Naden “arbour, and I

The Indians claim that they ought to have a good 
school, There are 53 children of school age on the reserve 
and the enrolment for the September quarter was 52 but the 
average was only 10, as most of the children were absent 
with their parents. There is nothing to prevent a good 
school veing carried on there, if a permanent tescher oculd 
be secured, The only way to obtain one is to pay a liberal

And we also like to put before you the drift of all 
other things which also grieving us. On our reesrve at x 
Uassett there is an IndianDay School and that school has 
been placed ithere for a number of years; and we sorry to say 
no result has been shown yet from that school. 

After the Institution at Metlakatla was closed our 
children are about standing still under the present circur- 
stances. We ought to be given a good institution where we 
can put our children to learn the things they should learned 
At present we are very sorry to say that some of our children 
are now beyond control, just for lack of education. There 
is institution on the other end of the province but we under 
our conditions we are not affording to send any expenses 
towards the sending of our children to such destination. 

And also for these last many years we would not keep a teach- 
er in Massett of account of salary is so small. We had a very 
good man last year named Chas MeKonkey and lost him on account 
of small salary and again dot long ago Yr Rev Hogoon had 
managed to found a man got a family who is now doing what he 
can for our children and we afraid we may lose him too as 

the salary he is getting now will never keep him and his

I told them (as 
you know) in my application, that I would take the position 
temporarily at e present salary until I heard from them 
re. a rise in This was totally ignored, and at 
present salary (about $58.50 per month) it is not worth 
taking it on. I hear there will probably be a rise next 
quarter; but, in any case, Should have to lenive before 
then, to save my land, even if I got four months leave. 
Casually I heard My, Clayberg was looking for a position 
here or at Rupert, ind I reccommended him t y for this, 
and thus save any break in the quarter, I believe he has 
written you on the subject.

Snything,and, in endeavoring to make them understand, the 
others, who were proeressing, had to be neglected, lt abéoO 
appeared to me thet parents were making a kindergaten of 
the school, efnding children there who could not be ad- 
vanced in any wey.

Church or hold other positions in addition to that of 
school teacher,from which they receive salaries,which,in 
Some cases,at least,greatly augment and adds to the amount 
granted them by the Government for their services 4s 
school teachers. Eut, in my case, I have to depend for my 
livelihood solely and entirely upon my own salary 416 
school teacher here, and tnat of my wife as assistant, for I 
have no other income or source of revenue, and hold no 
other position, nor can I obtain any other position here, 
or means whereby I could increase the amount I receive from 
the government for my servic®s a6 school teacher. 

Anothsr matter I desire to call your arttention to 
in this connection is the fact that the school on this nee 
serve is, probably, the largest in number of pupils 
snrolled (the nunber being sixty-one) of any Indian ~ay 
School in the Dominion, with few exceptions, if any,which 
entails harder w/ork and more arduous duties upofin the 


teachers, than in the average Indian Day School. 


Againg, be ing situated upon the borders of civi- 


lization, as it were, in a new country just beginning to 
the Whites, and hundreds of miles from the 
centres and markets of the world, the cost of 
living is very high, greatly in excess, I venture to say, 
of that on the reserves where other Indian Lay Schools 
are situated, with one or two exceptions,possibly. 
*aking all these, matt2re into consideration, I 
feel that 1 am not demanding an excessive salary when I 
ask for $75.09 per month for myself and $25.00 per month 


for “re, Clayberg, as assistant teacher. am satisfied

When Mr. Clayberg's letter was written, 1 do not 
think he was aware that “re. Clayberg intended to resign, 
and leave for the South. I have notid@e,from Mrs. Clayberg, 
of her intention to resign, at the end of the next month. 

It is a most difficult situation, to secure any 
good teachers,on this island. ihe only way to obtain, and 
hold them, is by giving them good salaries, “ith “re,

In reply permit me to state that suggestions 
meade by an Indian Agent should not be ascribed to his knowe 
ledge, or lack of same. 

I have been given to understand, by His Lord- 
shup, Bishop DuVernet, that he no longer desired to have 
any connection with the conduct of then Massett Indian vay 
School, further than to give spiritual advice to the pupils, 
Further than that, I have hed no instructions regarding the 
new conditions caused by the change. Mr. Clayberg was engagai 

ae Teacher, and, in erder to avoid any friction, I asked him to 
interview the Missionary here, before his temporary appoint- 
ment. His Lordship formerly arranged with the Teacher regard. 
ing the time the school should ve closed, through non-at- 
tendance of pupils. The chequee, for Teacher's selary werd 
sent to the Chérch authorities, by the Teachers, end no 
vouchers went from this office. It was, end ie now, the same, 
et Skidegate Indian Day School, which is under the Methodist 
Church. 

His Lordship, Bishop DuVernet, informed me that there 
was no trouble with our school; but Something occurred, at 
Metlakatla,which caused His Lordship to ask that all schools, 
where the Agent's reside, should be taken over by the Gdavern- 
ment.

on both of us. It is one thing for His Lordship to inform me 
that he no longer has charge of the school, and another to know 
whether that change i8 agceptatle and the responsibilites that 
the Church assumed, in the past, shoulda divert to the Agent. I 
nave alwaye been careful not to interfere with Church work, in 
any way, and write for instructions, and carry them out. 

With Mr. Clayberg it was 4% question of salary. He desired 
to know whether he received pay during the summer holidays 
and when willing to teach and the attendance might be nil.

"going 211 the time, and I don't know of any way to make 
“them attend, uniess their parents will force them to do Bo. 
"They don't seem to care one way or the other. I will do my 
“pest, however." (Sd.) H. L. Clayberg. 


Mre. Clayberg left Massett some time ego, and 
is now in New York. It is not her intention to return. Mr, 
Clayberg did not take out his naturalization papers, and, 
apparently, intends to resign, at the end of the preeent 
Quarter, giving time to obtain another teacher.

I have the honor to report that I visited Nad Harbour and 
Massett on the 5th.of June.T had been informe ‘at schoold 
woubd be conducted at Naden Harbour during the summer months. But 
on visiting the place I found the school closed, the teacher not 
peihg able to get the children to attend.The Indians were divifpded, 
a number having gone with their fauwilies to "horth Island", twenty 
miles from Massett.eThe others with thirty children were at Naden 
Harbour.After failing to get the children to school, the teacher 
decided to take the summer holidays early, hoping to secure an 
attendance later. 

The Indians were making big wages catching Spring salmon; they 
do not use nets but troll for them.One Indian and his boy,in 4 
small gasoline poat having four or five nets out,has made a 
"catch" which has given him an average of $57.00 per day. They 
get four cents 4 pound for the fish just as they are caught. 

The Indians waited on me expressing their wish for 4 Roarding 
School for their children on Graham Tsland.They stated that 
formerly they were only away from their villages from two to 
three months in the summer,living home most of the rest of the 
year.Rut now with a whaling station,a eannery and a white settle=- 
ment they were away so much that the ehildren had a poor chance 
to learn. They also spoke of their desire to have the children 
taught to cultivate the soil. 

IT told them I could make no promises,but would report their 
wish to yeu.the Department.

“continuing school at Naden Harbour. “ * ” Therefore the 
"school is closed and I am writing for instructions," 

I consulted with Mr. Clayberg and he decided to com.

In connection with the schools vermit me to state that, Although 
I understand that children with tuberculosis should hava avery 
opportunity to advance, still, in the interest of the majority of 
the Indian children, I do not think it advisable for children 
suffering vith coms m-tion should associatsa in the school room 
with the healthy pupils, The line is drawn, in the Boardinz school, 
and the danger of forty or fifty day scholars, sittine in « heated 
day school, with chi’dren suffering from tuberculosis is just 
as danesrous as it is in the Boardine school, Our Iniians are 
dying off from tuberculosis and the question is to ervdicate it. 
The medical attendant of the band should visit the day schoo’ 
at least fortnightly and report on the condition of the scholars, 
In the Massett day school we have now and epidemic of influenza and 
T requested the medical officer to visit the school and report on 
the question of closinz the institution for a time, The whole 
villave seems to be affected and influenza is 2 ireaded disease 
here, So far we have had few deaths for this year, due to the care 
of the medical >*ficer and all concerned. I am also a teliever in 
giving the children sinzle desks to keep them apart while in school, 
It is pBhain to us that many have sym tons of tuberculosis ard if we 
must eradicate that disease wo must take extreme measures, If we had 
a place for patients suffering from the disease, it would hepp in 
isolatine the cases that are in the homes, roaminz the streets and 


endanzering the healthy men, women and children, 
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I consider that thirty per cent of out Indians have 


the germs of tuberculosis in their systems and the wonder is that our 


losses will not outnumber the births, durins the *iseal yoar. 


The Skidecate band is fichting the disease in every 


way and the Massetts are Joinz better every yoary but we have an

It would be advisable to close the Day Schools 
in this Agency from liay to November in #ach year, 
The *nengement ef Teachers, when we have no childs 
ren at th® schools, “*ns an #xp*nditure that can 
be avoided in this way. I hav suvgeeted that some 
néans shoulda be taken to keep the children at home, 
by providing them with food and lodging. With the 
hearding Gchools filled up, «and no place to send 
the children, it is the custom of the Indians te 
take them to the canneries, and rave those that are 
old *nough do work,in the canneries, The Indi ns 
Appear to think mere of making money than they do 
of educating their children. They even try to have 
the children sent home, frem the boarding schools, 
during the Susmer, in order te have them 4mpleyed. 


I obpPectved te this precedure, to the Principel of 
The Secretary, 
Department of Indian Af ‘aire, 
Ottawa, 
Qnt. 
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Dogue setae Industrial Institute, where a number ef the Iassett 


and Skidegate children are pupils. In fact, I feel that «a law 
should be passed preventing Indian children, under a certain 
age, from worsing in canneries. From my knewledge of the way 

a large number of the Indians cenduct themselves at the can- 
neries, snd the class ef people they have te associate with, 

it would be far better for the Indians if they never went away 
from their homes, Yeung boys and girle, and Indian wemen geener- 
ally, s?¢ and learn nothing to their advantage. If we could 
take the children away frem the atmosphere of the cannery and 
the Indian reserve, until they vere able to know som*thing of 
moral training and hygtinic laws, it would be pessibvl? te make 
good, independent, self-supporting y*opl* of then. 

The engaging of day school t ach*re, during the Summer, 
whan we hav® th? schools op#n but fourteen daye in three 
months, 2nd but 4 short time in the previous (uarter, shows 
that at least six months of the year are not of much benefit 
to the children. The Teach?rs have two months of 4 vacation, in 
Tun? and July, on* menth in ¢ach Quarter. An inspection of the 
schools wili show that the Indian children advance very little 
during the remainder of the year. Th parents appear to move 
away, s2¢king wood, fish, and for other reasons, sven during 
the Winter months, end take their children from school on any 
pretext. The Truant Yfficer is busy, when the Indians are at 
their hemes; but he receives little assistance frem parents, 
"he Indians consider that they are entitled te a Boarding 
School, end we find that forcing the majority of them is the 
only way by which we can g#t them te the Day Schools, *ven 
when they are at home. I must say that the Day Schools in this 
Agency are not a succtss,under the conditiens found here, in

Paying Ryteachersfor several months, when the 
schools are closed, both here and at Skidegate heserve, is 
a waste of money. It is difficult to get White peaple to 
take up positions, end remein on these isleands,for any 
length of time.

lr. 4denshaw, with his gasoline leunch, towed & SCOW, 
belonging to the Wallace Fisheries, to Port Clements, « few 
days ago. Some Indians weré there, catching and smoking fish, 
for Winter use. An attempt was made to have the Indians s¢ll1 the 
fish, "sockeye salmon," caught in the Yakoun river, to the White 
man in charge of the scow. I informed several Indians thet the 
fish caught in the river, I understand with "eill nets," could 
not be sold to b® shipped to @ cannery. 

t was efter Mr. 4enry Zdenshew returned from Port Clements, 
in company with Chief Counciller William Metthews, and found that 
Alfred Adams had been appointed teacher, that he went to Langare 
Igland fishing grounds and asked Indians to sign e petition, which, 
I am informed, calls in question my work. 

The Indians depend on the salmon, from fheee streams, for 
their food sypply. th they catch, and sell, the fish to canneries, 
the streams will soon ve “fished out." I have not troubled the 
Indians regarding their food supply, or made inquiries regarding 
the way they catch fish, in th? etreams, I tell them not to sell 
salmon caught in the rivers of thie island, to save the Indians 
from fines, or imprisonment. 

A large nuaber of our Indians can sign theixy nemes; but 
cannot read. I have been informed that Indians signed Henry dden- 
shaw's paper, without understs nding the contents. idenshaw ie 
@ man I have helped, in many ways; but he was not the most deser- 
ving or most capable man, for the position of Teacher, and he is 


now indignant, tecause his wife is not the Field Matron and Nurse 


ey 


and h¢ did not obtain the position of Teahoer. 

Unfortunately, there is a great deal of “jealousy,” among 
Indians. Idenehaw was not a graduate of Metlekatla Industriel 
School, like Adame and Hill. An Indian girl was appointed Teacher, 
at Skidegate. Peter Kelly, a Heide, is teaching, in Nanaimo. I 
considered that we had Indians here, capsble of teaching in the Day 
wbchool, and so informed you. I did not recommend any; but sent you 
three names-Adams, Jdenshew and Hill. You instructed m? to appoint 
“either Alfred Adams,'or} Henry Zdenshaw:’ I appointed the first men- 
tioned,-a good, sober, reliable man, without showing favoritism, in 
any way. Then Informed Henry Tdenshew that he could have the second 
place, if he wished. lie indignantly declined, and called in question 
the sppointment of Alfred Adams. Peter Hill will take the place of

Rewerve. On my two recent visits to Massett Indian Day School 
the attendance showed thirteen pupils. 

No Indiane applied for admission to the 
Provincial Publie Sehool, at Port Clements. I underetand the 
Whites are averse to Indian children attending school. I did 
not advise the Indiana to apply for admission, under the 
circumstances, st the same time, I feel that the "Poll Tax" 
should not be collected, from Indians, unless they have the 
game privileges with the Whites, Until we become assured that 
the Indians intend residing, permanently, at Port Clemente, 
I would not advise the opening of an Indian pay School there,

In reply I have the honour to state that the 
contents of your letter was explained to Rev. Mr. Gillett. 
pe informed me that His Lordship, Bishop DuVernet, was not 
favourable to the plan, tnder existing conditions, With 
only one clergyman on Massett inlet, where so many new 
towne are springing up, for the productions of acroplane 
spruce, for war purposes, His Lordship is of the opinion 
that Rev. Mr. Gillett would be employed in Church work, 
in the various localities. Rev. Mr. Gillet was willing 
to take up the work of teaching; but cold only do so with 
the consent of Bishop Duvernet. 

In order to open the School, and to give the 
Indians an opportunity to show whether the teaghing they 
received at the Metlakatla School fit them for the work 
of teaching, I would suggest @ temporary arrangement: 

Alfred Adams and Peter Hill, two of the 
Massett Indians, might be engaged until the end of this 
year, at $60.00 per month,each,to take charge of the work. 
They are anxious and wiliing to take up school teaching, 
and the “ppropriation would not be exceeded. 

We close the school, during the Summer. In 
the past, school teachers received pay during the time the 
school was closed. An underst@®nding with Adame and Hill 
could be arrived at, whereby they would only be paid for 


the time actually engaged 4s teachers. They would not

I am of the opinion, during these strenuous times, 
th®t it would be difficult to engage teachers-Whites- 
who would give the 4ttentien these men are wil_ing to 
perform. They are poth married, and have families. They 
could talk the native language, to the pupils, and ex- 
plain, in English, the different lessons, Our Indian 
children have not advanced, under the Day School system, 
ae we hoped they would, Should a number of the Indian 
children go to any of the neighbouring towns, one of 
the teachers, or both of them, could follow. 

I understand that Peter felly, & Haida Indian, 
ise teaching in Nanaimo. There should be no reason why 
other Indians, if competent, vight be given the oppor- 
tunity to show whether they oan improve on the system 
of having White teachers for Indian work. Adame a@ndHill 
are advanced Indians, and they graduated from Metlakatla 
Industrial School, where the late Mr. Scott was teacher.

I feel sure that yeossre. Adame and Hill would 
give good service. The arrangement need only be tempo~ 
réry, until we are gatisfied that they sre competent, 
er are not acceptable. 

Regarding the services of Mr. Clotworthy, I 
foraarded you & letter respecting the payment for his 
services. He begen teaching on the 27th August, and was 
paid to 30th June. The school closed in May. He wae dis- 
satisfied with things, generally, during the whole of 
his stay, informing me that he was sent here under "false 
pretences." ye might have openpd school, at Naden 
Harbour, early in August; put decided to leave, without 
giving the customary notice. Considering th at Mr. vlot- 
worthy compleined, in letters which I sent you, it might 
be looked upon 68 prejudice, for me to state whether 
he should be paid the balance of & yearly salary, or not.

The Department is in receipt of a lengthy 
letter from Mr. L.ll. Baillie, teacher of the Massett 
Indian Day School, regarding the difficulties he is 
encountering in living on his present salary and also 
requesting certain repairs to the premises in which 
he is residing. For your information I enclose a copy 
of our reply to Mr. Baillie. 


He states in his letter that the agency house 
in which he is living requires papering and that he is 
prepared to do the necessary work if the material is 
provided, He also reports on the present condition of 
the well and asks that the necessary repairs be made. 

He further states that if a fence were placed around the 
lot on which the agency building is located, he would 
be able to keep cows and hens. 


As an alternative to making the above suggest- 
ed improvements, he states thet it might be possible to 
secure from the Anglican Church authorities, os 4 teacher's 
residence, a vacant house close to the school.

I see no reason why g00¢ 
progress should not be mage with qualified teachers using up- 
to-agate methous, the same as in the white public schoolse 

I have been mote or less in touch with the school 
on the Reserve tor the past nine years, and it has made very 
little real progress. Making allowance for the large number 
of pupils ana the unsatisfactory attendance, I think the 
greatest fault has been with the teachers. My experience has 
been that where up-to-date methods are usea and the teaher 
takes a real interest in the pupils, the children are anxious 
to go to school. 

There has been no Inspector here since I9I9- I have 
been wondering if it would be possible to arrange for the 
provi.cial Schocl inspector to visit the Indian Schoolse He 
comes at least once @ year, and usually spends 4 week or more 
on the Islands- Therefore he would have plenty of time t 
inspect our schodls.e according to a conversation J mad with 
the Inspector he woula be willing to ao tuxa it, if arrangemen 
coula be made.

The various matters will form the subject of separate 
communiocations to you. 


Regarding teachers for the Massett School for the 
next academic year, it is noted that Miss Dorothy Shopland 
will return and resume duties but that Miss Stella Shopland 
will attend university. It will be necessary to secure the 
services of a qualified teacher to succeed Miss Stella 
Shopland, and you might communicate with Mr. Inspector 
Cairns or the Public School Inspector, Mr. Fraser, with a 
view to obtaining a teacher. i/e would allow the same salary 
as was paid in the case of Miss Stella Shopland.

In future, when reporting matters requiring atten- 
tion at the Massett and Skidegate Schools, I have to request 
that you will deal with the requirements at each of these 
schools in a separate communication. In this connection, I 
would refer you to the instructions printed at the head of 
this letter. This procedure is necessary, in order to 
facilitate our filing system. When several matters are 
referred to in the one communication, it necessitates the 
making of copies for each of the files.

The New Massett Community Club wish to call your attention 
to the very undesirable conditions under which the white female 
teachers on the Massett Reserve,are obliged to live, 

We do not think it right of fair,that two women should 
be obliged to live alone ,in a community of twé four hundred and fifty 
natives,the nearest white person being three miles away. 

Although,so far the teachers have not been interfered 
with personally,their house has been broken into on several occasions, 
and their effects stolen,or:destroyed, also they have been greatly 
annoyed by young native hoodlums peering in at their windows and 
generally making nuisances of themselves, 

While not presuming to dictate a policy,we would 
suggest that suitable quarters should be found in the white town 
of Vassett.with transportation to the Reserve on school days.

J. Murray of Massett 
as teacher of the senior room at Massett Indian Day School, to- 
gether with his further letter of the 23rda ultimo forwarding a 
statement by the applicant of his qualifications in reply to my 
request for further information. As you ere aware, the Bishop 
hae from time to time endeavoured to have his missionaries ap- 
pointed as teachers in the Skeena Agency ans as they have no 
professional training in this respect their appointment has 
generally been opposed as once the position is filled in this 
manner it is unlikely thet any continued effort would be made 
to secure a qualified teacher. However, I have no objection to 


the appointment of Mr. Murray strictly for the balance of the 
term and woulé recommend thet he be employed on this understanding.

TO THE EMPLOYER: 
INCOME TAX DEDUCTIONS ND FAMILY ALLOWANCE PAYMENTS 


From salaries and wages paid after 15th July 1945, employers are required to deduct, besides 
deductions under the Table of Tax Deductions, additional amounts to avoid duplication of benefits for 
dependent children under The Family Allowances Act and the Income War Tax Act. 

The additional amounts to be deducted will be determined by reference to the Percentages shown 
below, having regard to the information furnished by the employee on form letter TDL-X, a copy of 
which is attached. Employers must retain the said completed form letters on file for inspection by officers 
of this Division. 

Employers should advise all employees who have made any claims on forms T D.1 for dependent 
children under 16 years of age that they must complete one ot the said form letters if any applica- 
tion has been made for Family Allowance payments in respect of such children, Employers are also 
requested to make copies of these instructions available to the employees. 

Supplies of the form letter TDL-X, and of these instructions, may be obtained from the office of any 
District Inspector of Income Tax. 


Calculation of Additional Deduction 
1. From the table below, determine the percentage appropriate to 
(a) the single or married status, and 
(b) the earnings, 
as shown in paragraphs 2 and 3, respectively, of the employee's letter 
2. Apply this percentage to the monthly Family Allowanee payment shown in paragraph 1 of the 
employee's letter. The result is the additional deduction to be made each month if the employee 
is paid monthly. 
3. If your pay period is other than monthly, determine the appropriate deduction to be made each 
pay day as follows— 
(a) If you pay each month, divide the monthly deduction by 2. 
(b) If you pay weekly, deduct 2/9 of the monthly deduction 
(c) If you pay ev two weeks, deduct 4/9 of the monthly deduction. 
(d) If you pay every day, divide the monthly deduction by 26.

Indian Commissioner Mackay has forwarded to the 
Department your letter of the 13th instant, with reference 
to the necessity for the erection of two toilets at the 
Massett Indian Day School. It is noted that you estimate 
the cost of these at $100 and other repairs at $25., or a 
total of $125. 


In view of the fact that you recently authorized 
repairs to the teachers' residence at the Massett School 
without receiving authority from the Department, it is 
extremely difficult for us to find the necessary funds. 
However, if you consider that the toilets should be erected 
this year, you may proceed with their construction. You 
may, also, have the minor repairs done at a cost not 
exceeding §25.00. 


Indian Commissioner MacKay was written yesterday 
with regard to your action in arranging repairs to the 
teachers' residence without receiving authority. In future, 
the Department will be unable to favourably consider 
unauthorized expenditures.

The lock on the schoolroom building 
needs to be renewed or repaired. At the moment a 
Yale lock is used and as this must be kept in the 
locked position to keep the door from the outside 
closed there might be some danger in case of fire. 
The cost for a simple door lock, handle etc. is 
so small that I would recommend one be supplied and 
placed in position."

As no doubt you are aware the Hiadas are 
very musical and this has been somewhat neglected 
owing to the lack of a Piano,however the Piano loaned 
by Mr Adams is only for the Christmas Concert,when it 
will be returned. 


Mre Read (the new teacher) informs me thet 
the Piano is a real necessity,not only for msical 
lessions but marching in and out of school. 


I have had the offer of a very fine Piano 
(player) Large Solid Oak,by Mason and Risch from a 
Mr D.Rutten of New Massett in good condition and tuned 
last year for $75.00,I have not been able to get the 
Council together to take this from the Band funds, but 
it was through the efforts of the Chief Councillor that 
Mr Adams loaned his piano,so I dont think there would 
be any objections to taking the above from the Band 
Funds.

struction of a woodshed at the Massett Sehool, and 
various minor repairs and alterations. The cost of 
these has now been determined at apnroximately $500.00 
in the case of the Skidegate School and $630.00 for the 
Massett School. 


Mr. Phillips made provision in his 1944-45 
Estimates for part of these amounts, and it is reauest- 
ed that, if sufficient funds are available, authority 
be granted to have the work proceeded with. These 
two schools were the subject of criticism by the 
Provincial School Inspector and it would be advisable 
to have the necessary repairs and rainting done as soon 
as possible.
